WASHINGTON (AP) - After 


nearly a month of wrangling, 
the Senate has shelved a consti- 
tutional amendment to abolish 
the electoral college and pro- 
vide for the direct election of 
the president. 
The move came abruptly 


Monday after the collapse of ef- 
forts to find a compromise. 


Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., chief 


Senate sponsor of the proposed 
amendment,, said he hopes it 
will be given another chance if 
Congress holds a post-election 
session in November. 


The House approved the 


amendment last year by a 339- 
70 vote and President Nixon 
subsequent^ endorsed it. But in 
the Senate it ran into delaying 
tactics by opponents and all ef- 
forts to bring it to a vote proved 
futile. 


Not until Sept. 8, nearly a 


year after the House approved 
it, was the amendment brought 
up in the Senate. Two attempts 
to shut off debate fell short of 
the required two-thirds majori- 
ty.A third attempt had been 
scheduled for today's session, 
bat it was washed out when Ma- 
jority Leader Mike Mansfield, 
D-Mont, obtained unanimous 
consent to shelve the whole is- 
sue.

fruitless.

the proposed amendment could 
muster the two-thirds majority 
required for approval if only it 
could be brought to a vote, but 
other senators disputed this.

House Committee Hears Women's 
Rights Testimony by BPW Federation 


Taking a stand on behalf of 


the millions of women in domes- 
tic service in the nation, The 
National Federation of Business 
and Professional W o m e n 's 
Clubs, Inc., testified before the 
General Subcommittee on Labor 
of the House of Representatives 
last week in favor of extending 
the Fair Labor Standards Act to 
cover d o m e s t i c workers in 
wages and hours. 


Speaking for the National 


F e d e r a t i o n , Mrs. Lucille 
Shriver, federation director, 
said that although women con- 
stitute 98 per 
cent 
of the 


nation's 1.6 million household 
workers, "they receive, no bene- 
fits such as sick leave and paid 
vacation, and 
transportation 


often takes up to two hours in 
one day. Private household 
work is one of the least attrac- 
tive fields of employment. The 
wages and working conditions 
are usually substandard. 
In 


addition there is very little state 
legislation to provide wages and 
hours for these employes and 
nothing at the federal level. A 
servant status with all its 
connotations and paternalistic 
attitudes persists in this occupa- 
tion. The people who fill these 
jobs are the least able, finan- 
cially and educationally, to urge; 
for t h e m s e l v e s this needed) 
change." 


She pointed to several facts 


about women private household 
workers. Employers often fail to 
comply with social 
security 


reporting requirements, making 
it financially difficult for house- 
hold workers upon disablement 
or retirement; pay for private 
household employment is far 


below -the poverty level, even 
though many private household 
workers are heads of families 
with children under 18 years of 
age; 
and private household 


workers are disadvantaged edu- 
cationally. 


Household Work Exempt 


"One reason for substandard 


employment conditions hi pri- 
vate household work is the 
exemption of the occupation 
from most laws providing labor 
standards protection. 
Legisla- 


tion to improve existing working 
conditions and bring new status 
to the occupation would benefit 
workers now engaged hi house- 
hold employment as well as 
attract new-workers to meet the 
continuing demand for assis- 
tance in the home." 


Because three out of five of 


the nation's 29 million working 
women are now married and 
have t h e responsibilities of 
home and family plus work 
outside the home, Mrs. Shriver 
said, "the need for expert, 
experienced domestic workers 
increases. "However," she said, 
"this will not be available if the 
prevalent low wages, long hours 
and demeaning conditions of 
labor in that field continue."

amendment last year by a 339- 
70 vote and President Nixon 
subsequently endorsed.it. But in 
the Senate it ran into delaying 
tactics by opponents and all ef- 
forts to bring it to a vote proved 
futile. 


Not until Sept. 8, nearly a 


year after the House approved 
it, was the amendment brought 
up in the Senate. Two attempts 
to shut off debate fell short of 
the required two-thirds majori- 
ty- 


A third attempt had been 


scheduled for today's session, 
but it was washed out when Ma- 
jority Leader Mike Mansfield, 
D-Mont., obtained unanimous 
consent to shelve the whole is- 
sue. 


Bayh had conceded another 


cloture vote would have been 
fruitless. 


He repeatedly said he thought 


the proposed amendment could 
muster the two-thirds majority 
required for approval if only it 
could be brought to a vote, but 
other senators disputed this. 


Sen. Robert J. Dole, R-Kan., 


who had offered a compromise, 
said it was apparent there was 


no electoral reform proposal on 
which two-thirds of the Senate 
could agree.

course of the debate, but none of 
them ever came to a vote. 


The unanimous-consent agree- 


ment obtained by Mansfield pro- 
vides the issue cannot be 
brought up in the Senate again 
before Nov. 16. 


There is no guarantee a 


lame-duck session will be held 
in November, but if there is, 
Bayh said, he and other sup- 
porters of the direct-election 
amendment hope to persuade 
Mansfield "to let us have anoth- 
er crack at it." 


If it can't win approval, he 


said, he will try some other plan 
that would be an improvement 
over the electoral college sys- 
tem.

WAUPACA — The increased 


crime rate, the mounting drug 
problem and the demand for 
add itional law enforcement 
services in Waupaca County 
cannot be properly handled by 
he department's present staff, 
Sheriff Loran Frazier advised 
he law enforcement committee 
ilonday. 
In a letter to Robert Whit- 


man, Law Enforcement Com- 
mittee chairman, Frazier said 
that if the demands and expec- 
tations for 
ment were 


good law 
not met,

enforcement committee would 
have to take its share of the 
responsibility. Adequate protec- 
tion can be provided at a cost of 
1 per person, be said. 
One of the sheriffs specific 


proposals is a night patrol, 
working as policemen. He wants 
a fully marked sheriffs patrol 
car, with two men. It vrould be 
quartered in the lola area and 
would work from 10 p.m. to 6 
.m., checking the unpoliced 
villages of Big Falls, Ogdens- 
burg, Symco, Royalton, Embar- 
rass, Rural as well as the 
towns. O u t l y i n g businesses 
would be checked regularly and 
ft would be available in the 


Fremond area'during the fish- 
ing season.

"This would mean that a car 


is ready for any complaint at 
any time of the night," Frazier 
said.

"It is a proven fact that more 


than 90 per cent of an bur- 
glaries, vandalism and thefts 
take place between 10 p.m. and 
6 a.m., and I believe that the 
presence of a weU marked 
sheriffs patrol would do much 
to discourage many of these 
crimes," the sheriff said.

State Ends 
Fiscal Year 
With Surplus 


Sales Tax Credited 
With Helping to 
Abolish' Deficit 


MADISON (AP) — Wisconsin 


ended its 1969-70 fiscal year with 
a $20.4 million surplus, largely 
due to increased collections 
from the four per cent sales tax, 
a state official announced to- 
day. 


Secretary of Administration 


Wayne McGown told the gover- 
nor's cabinet meeting an anti- 
cipated $9.3 million 
deficit, 


wMch was to have been made 
up during the second year of 
the state's fiscal biennium, has 
turned into a hefty surplus be- 
cause of increases in revenue 
collection and decrease in ex- 
penditures. 


The announcement was rem- 


iniscent of a similar one made 
shortly before the 1968 election 
by Gov. Warren P. KnowleS that 
the state could count on a $3 mil- 
lion surplus. 


After Election 


After the elections the surplus 


evaporated and Knowles pre- 
dicted a $25.6 million deficit, 
which was pared to $7 million 
after agencies 
belts. 


tightened their 


Democrats at that time, un- 


successful in their bids to gain 
control of the executive and leg- 
islative b r a n c h e s , claimed 
Knowles had used the surplus 
prediction as a campaign gim- 
mick. 


McGown said collections from 


the sates tax were $38.2 million 
over budget estimates, inheri- 
tance and gift taxes were up 
$2.5 million, corporate income 
taxes were up $1 million and 
miscellaneous revenues were up 
by $600,000. 


Offsetting the increases, how- 


ever, were decreases from esti- 
mates of $14.7 million in ino!i- 
vidual income taxes, $900,000 in 
excise taxes and $4 million in 
departmental revenues. 


Revenue Secretary 
James 


Morgan said there may be a 
"cloud" hanging over the other- 
wise rosy picture painted by 
McGown because of the effect a 
prolonged strike in the automo- 
bile industry might have on the 
state. 


If plants in the state were 


closed down for any length of 
time, he said, collections from 
the corporate income tax could 
drop substantially.

Mr. Nixon's Warning to Russia 


The warning from the White House 


that the United States would ''view the 
establishment of a strategic (Soviet) 
base in the Caribbean with the utmost 
seriousness" may well have been 
justified. As we have commented before, 
we cannot safely permit extensive 
Russian military facilities so close to our 
shores. But the timing of the release is 
confusing. 


According to Washington officials the 


possibilities of the construction of a 
submarine base had been known for 
some time. The House Subcommittee on 
Inter-American Affairs heard testimony 
along those lines in Jifly but no one 
became very excited. For one thing the 
evidence appears limited to two factors: 
reports from Cuban refugees that a 
section of Cienfuegos Harbor had been 
closed to visitors except Soviet per- 
sonnel and the report of a Cuban press 
agency that an 8-lane highway was 
under construction from Havana to 
Cienfuegos. Officials have further stated 
since the warning that U2 planes have 
not detected signs of construction or 
other suspicious activity. 


Was the President trying to warn the 


Soviet Union not to increase its presence 
in the Mediterranean at the same time 
as he was planning a demonstration of 
our own strength in that area? The fire 
power demonstration was cancelled 
after President Nasser's death. Was he 
concerned about the fair and square 


election in Chile of the Marxist Dr. 
Salvador Allende and what is likely to be 
more Communist - influence in that 
country? Dr. Allende already'has in- 
dicated his intentions of restoring 
diplomatic and trade relations with 
Cuba—and a number of other Latin 
American countries are likely to follow 
suit if the trade is lucrative and if Castro 
restrains the political exportation of his 
philosophies. 


Saber rattling is a form of diplomacy 


and one that President Nixon seems to 
have adopted recently. Even in his talks 
with Pope Paul he spoke of the immense 
military strength of the U. S. But it is a 
delicate form of diplomacy especially 
when we are dealing with an equally 
strong nation. 


The Russians may be as alarmed 


about Overtures to Eastern Europe as 
demonstrated by President Nixon's 
personal visits to Yugoslovakia and 
Romania as we are over Communist 
activities in this hemisphere. 


If the Russians do have any designs 


toward a sub base in Cuba detecting 
them in advance is a lot better than after 
the fact as we learned during the missile 
crisis when having to remove them lost 
face for Premier Khrushchev. But we 
still wonder why the President chose to 
make the warning right at this time. 


Relations between the two countries 


seem to be deteriorating. The Russian 
missiles aimed at Israel have not helped. 


Foreign Aid Program Changes 


President Nixon has issued an ex- 


tensive paper of proposals for changes in 
the United States foreign aid program 
and on the whole they are sound and 
even inventive. 


Ever since American aid was begun 


with considerable funds after World War 
II, there has been wide criticism with the 
possible exception of the Marshall Plan 
for restoring Western Europe. To some, 
Uncle Sam wanted to be the benevolent 
big brother and have the recipients 
bowing in everlasting gratitude. Cer- 
tainly our government for years shied 
away from "cooperation with in- 
ternational loaning agencies although 
this was in part due to the fact that we 
did have more to give and could do with 
less restrictions than such organizations 
as the World Bank. 


But in the long run this proved 


ineffective for a number of reasons. 
Without supervision, many of the 
recipient nations used the funds for 
fanciful projects which may have ap- 
peared to raise the prestige of former 
colonial nations but which were 
unrealistic and did little to improve the 
economy or the standard of living. 
Ghana developed an air line which it 
certainly did not need. Indonesia built a 
magnificent sports area for the Asian 
games, again merely a prestige item. 
There were similar and equally 
ridiculous uses of our aid in other 
countries. 


It also became apparent that instead 


of gratitude, recipient peoples came to 
resent what they felt to be their reliance 
upon the United States. India, an avowed 
peaceful nation, reclaimed Goa and both 
India and Pakistan fought with 
American acquired arms. There were 
increased charges that our aid was 
really an attempt to buy allies. The lack 
of gratitude also annoyed a lot of 
Americans and Congressmen who felt 
that it should be forthcoming. After all, 
we didn't have to make loans and grants 
available. 


Another problem always has been the 


tying together of military and economic 
aid. The reason is a practical one— 


without the former, the latter might not 
get through Congress, as constituents 
began to complain more and more about 
taxes and the failure of the entire world 
suddenly to be on our side. But in many 
areas the economic aid really has been 
far more important than the military. 
The latter, in fact, is often ridiculous 
especially in Latin American countries 
and those in Africa where the only 
enemies are each other. 


Every administration since the end of 


the war has tried to revise the program 
and usually has given it another name as 
one means of trying to find new ac- 
ceptance for it. President Nixon is no 
exception.'But some of his proposals 
could serve to remove at least part of the 
problems. 


He would extend more aid through the 


World Bank and other international 
agencies, a proposal often suggested by 
Senator William Fulbright who is 
seldom in agreement with President 
Nixon on anything. He would separate 
aid into three basic types—development, 
humanitarian (such as in droughts and 
famines) and security which is just 
another name for military but might 
serve to sound better. There would be 
more emphasis on technical assistance 
such as was developed under President 
Truman but later rather dissolved. And 
the current Agency for International 
Development (AID) would be replaced 
by a United States International 
Development Corporation and a United 
States Development Institute. The name 
changes mean little but the emphasis 
upon economic rather than military 
assistance does. 


The problem as usual is to sell such a 


change'to Congress. Mr. Nixon's liaison 
with Congress has not been tremen- 
dously successful, something rather 
surprising in view of the years he spent 
there. We must hope his efforts in 
support of foreign aid changes have 
better results. We cannot police or 
support the rest of the world but we do 
need to help in the name of both 
humanitarianism and our national in- 
terest
